THE NORTH. 


MR. GORDON, M.P., 
CLEARER SKIES. 

Speaking at a Jemonstration in Portrush 
on Saturday of Derry City and County 
Members of the Royal Black Institution, Mr. 
J. F. Gordon, M.P., Parliamentary Secretary 
to the Ministry of Labour, said ‘there were 
clearer skies ahead. The menace which had 
hung over their country had cleared with the 
settlement of the boundary. That security 
necessary for production and progress had 
been given to industry and capital, and the 
Government had been enabled to tackle the 
great problems and growing needs of the 
eople. A system of education had been 
introduced which enabled the child of the 
peasant to sweep aside the barriers that at 
one time prevented him from occupying posi- 
tions of eminence and importance. To-day 
the child of the working-man has o pe. 
ties for advancement undreamt of by his 
forefathers, and as civilisation advanced 
legislation would be introduced to improve 
socially and industrially the lot of the people 
of the country. 

The black spectre of unemployment still 
hung over them, but there were unmistakable 
Signs of improvement, especially in the 
shipyards, and they believed that the sun 
would again shine on the linen industry. 
Better trade and. better times lie ahead, and 
if a sane policy was pursued under which 
capital and labour will agree to co-operate 
one with the other to give the maximum 
output and the greatest production at the 
lowest possible cost, then in that way lay 
Mr “óil improved trade, and high wages. 

f the conntry was to prosper they should 
have peace in industry, and this could be 
accomplished by each side in industry re- 
cognising the right of the other.

EARLY MORNING STIR AT 


SWORDS. 

At Swords District Court last Saturday, 
James J. Joyce, Skidoo House, Swords, was 
charged with using a field on his land on the 
28th May last for cock-fighting, and James 
Cunningham, Lower Yellow road, Waterford ; 
Michael O’Mara, Leinster street, Athy; John 
McPhilipps, Irish street, Ardee, and James 
Lawlor, Bridge street, ‘Portlaoghaise, were 
charged with aiding and abetting. 

Sergeant Walker, Balbriggan, gave evigence 
that at 5 o’clock on the morning of th th 
May he arrived at Skidoo to find upwards of 
500 people athered round a cock-fight in Mr. 
Joyce’s field. There was a large number of 
motor cars in the field. He took the names 
and addresses of about a dozen men, whom he 
found acting as principals, but only four of 
the addresses turned out to be correct. 

In reply to Mr. James J. Fagan, solicitor, 
who appeared for Joyce, the witness said that 
Joyce could not but have known that the 
cock-fight was going on.» He did not hear 
that the venue for the cock-fight was origin- 
ally fixed for Navan. His information was 
that everybody that came through Balbriggan 
that morning inquired for Skidoo House. 

He knew that Mr. Joyce did not keep game 
cocks. He did not think that anybody in Co. 
Dublin kept them; and the county would 
then, added the witness, be a very suitable 
venue for a cock-fight. (Laughter.) 

Mr. Fagan contended that no case had been 
proved against his client, inasmuch as these 
* cock-fighters ” came to his place without 
invitation and entirely without his knowledge. 

Mr, J. J. Sheil Elias for Cunningham, 
submitted that evidence was that his 
client was actually discouraging the cock-fight 
by ordering people to leave the field.

MORE SHEEP AND PIGS SENT 
AWAY. ack 

A return issued by the Department of Lands 
and Agriculture for the week ended August 
21st, 1926, gives the number of animals ex- 
ported from the Free State as 29,457. For 
the corresponding week last year the figure 
was 31,954. The total number of animals ex- 

orted from the Free State for the period 
rom ist January to 2lst August, 1926, was 
625,256, as compared with ,852 for the 
corresponding period of 1925, being an in- 
crease of 44,424.

Bolshevism ; but what they do portend is 
sufficiently important. After a. struggle 
of eight years against economic laws the 
Bolshevist system now recognises defeat 
and is being forced to make a compromise 
with its hated enemy— “ capitalism.’’. The 
downfall of Zinovieff-and his associates 
means that the extreme Communist section 
has shot its bolt and that Bolshevism, 
accepting the re-establishment of 
“ capitalism ” in Western Europe, is now 
concentrating its energies upon a policy of 
internal reconstruction. Zinovieft's policy— 
Lenin’s original policy—was the supremacy 
of a proletarian State, founded on the 
Government’s rigid control of industry in 
the urban centres. During the last four 
years, however, the vis inertia of a vast 
agricultural population has defied the most 
relentless - weapons of Communist sup- 
pression, Agriculture is recovering while 
industry is declining, and Zinovieff’s Left 
Wing insisted that, if all the Govern- 
ment’s payers were not employed to check 
the capitalist development of the farms, 
the proletarian State would be in grave 
danger. Its proposed methods were crush- 
ing taxation of the peasants and ‘an 
arbitrary increase in the price of all 
manufactured goods. The Central Com- 
mittee, which has carried the day, took the 
precisely opposite view that Russia’s 
salvation depended on the development of 
the internal market, and that this end 
could be achieved only by reduced taxation 
in the villages and by a cheapening of the 
cost of industrial production. Stalin’s 
victory signifies a radical change in the 
outlook of Bolshevism, which now per- 
ceives that it cannot survive without the 
support of the peasant classes. This new 
conviction is the logical result of the 
failure of the Communist hopes that post- 
war anarchy would kill the capitalist 
system throughout Europe. Since capitalism 
persists, Russia must make her peace with 
it if she is not to remain an economic 
pariah among the nations. 

The world will welcome this conversion, 
but, while Russia’s descent to Avernus 
has been headlong, the retracing of her 
steps must be a siow and painful task. 
Although, under Lenin's later leadership, 
the strictest ideals of Communism were 
relaxed—although private trading was 
permitted and banks were suffered to 


came to be fabricated as a result of the 
dual demands of agriculture and ship- 
building for engines of this type. Many 
electrical industries also have come into 
being as a by-product of the electrification 
of the land; and in towns which have the 
cleanliness and comfort of the electrical 
civilisation, footwear, tools and household 
utensils for the prosperous farming 
population are manufactured. We doubt 
not that Denmark envies Ireland the 
abundant water-power which the Shannon 
power scheme is designed to turn to the 
service of farm, dairy and factory. If, 
however, Ireland is to make as good use of 
the electricity produced. from her natural 
forces as Denmark makes of the electricity 
produced by means of foreign fuel, she 
must breed a farming population as alert 
and adaptable as the Danes. Electricity 
will be of no use to the old-fashioned 
farmer who grows cabbages and potatoes in 
the same drill, and thinks that it is foolish 
‘* book-learning ’’ that causes his neighbours 
to expend money on the buying of stock of a 
good breed. That Ireland is moving towards 
the higher agriculture we have no doubt. 
The attempt to develop beet-sugar produc- 
tion, for example, if successful, will lead 
to much-needed winter dairying. Intensive 
production thus developed will create a 
measure. of demand for electricity that 
never will rise in districts devoted to old 
and sluggish methods of farming. Again, 
the establishment of a large dressed-meat 
trade promises an.important advance. Not 
merely will it multiply the activity of the 
stock-raising counties, but it will furnish » 
solid basis for subsidiary industries, Irish 
tanning will be given the opportunity of 
revival, and the leather industries will 
receive an encouragement beyond the power 
of protective tariffs to provide. Every 
stage of development based upon scientific 
instead of slipshod agriculture will yield 
employment. In our farmers’ hands, 
therefore, lies the beginning of Irish pro- 
gress, and their fields must be the founda-

minor officialism is appallingly corrupt ; 
the efficiency of all classes of workers has 
declined; Bolshevism reintroduced vodka 
as a source of revenue, and drunkenness 
is more widespread now than in imperial 
‘| Russia's most cynical days. If Russia is 
to attract foreign capital, she must 
develop her export trade. This is, indeed, 
an essential feature of Stalin’s new 
policy; but the folly and wickedness of 
Bolshevism have created a thousand 
obstacles to such development. There is, in 
the words of a writer in The Times, who 
returned recently from Russia, “a vicious 
circle of high prices, depressed exports 
and limited imports.” In such conditions

The Times states that by the death of 
Dr. J. G. Adami, which occurred yesterday. 
the University of Liverpool, of which he was 
Vice-Chancellor, and = the profession of 
medicine have suffered a heavy loss.

BORN IN DENMARK. 

_ Yesterday Mrs, Clemington Corson was be- 
sieged by autograph hunters and photo- 
graphers. at Dover. Hundreds of telegrams 
of congratulation from all parts of the world 
have arrived at her hotel, 
ia an assin sr sa that she suffered 

cramp in the early stages of the swim, 
but shook it off, and, catching sight of the 
English coast when daylight broke, she felt 
that she would get through. She was much 
heartened by the cheery encouragement and 
Singing of those on the accompanying 
boat, especially by’ Mr. Louis Timson, who 
attempts the swim in a day or two. 

Though feeling the effects of the strain. and 
swimming as though in a trance as she neared 
her objective, she felt that she could have 
gone on for another five hours. 

Mrs. Corson added that she intended 
accompanying Timson on his swim, and that 
hefore returning to America she would visit 
her mother in Denmark. Mrs. Corson was 
born in Denmark, and did not emigrate to 
the United States until she was 19. 


_ PREVIOUS FEATS. 
Mrs. Clemington Corson, who was formerly 
Miss Amelia Gade, is 27 years of age. . 

In 1921 she performed a remarkable swim 
from Albany to the Battery, New York—145 
miles—in less than six days, swimming only 
by daylight. 

A strongly-built woman, Mrs. Corson has 
some remarkable feats to her credit. In 
60 hours she swam from Albany to New York, 
a distance of 153 miles, the distance being 
accomplished in daily stages of 20 miles. 
She leads a simple life, does not smoke or 
drink or keep late hours. 

She made a gallant attempt to swim the 
Channel in 1923 from Dover, but was obliged 
to abandon the attempt when only a mile and 
a half from the French shore. 

In June she swam the 20 miles from Dover 
to Ramegate in 6 hours 20 minutes, and was 
"uwe first American woman to achieve this 
eat. 

THE PILOT'S VIEWS. 

Captain. Harry Pearson, Mrs. Corson’s 
pilot, in an interview, said that Mrs. Corson 
swam like. clockwork, but, had the south- 
easterly wind held throughout the entire 
swim, she would have got across in much less 
time than Miss Ederle did. 

‘When we were close to the East Goodwin 
lightship,’’ said Captain Pearson, ‘* there was 
evidence of a shift wind. The tide ran at 
least one hour longer to the south than it 
should have done.

IMPORTED BACON AND 
HAM. 


THE NEW BRITISH ORDER. 

Importers of bacon from the Continent 
should take special note of the requirements 
of the new Order of the British Minister ol 
Agriculture, which will come into force on the 
lst October next. This Order defines clearly 
what is meant by ‘‘fully cured bacon and 
ham, which is exempted from the prohibi- 
tion contained in the Importation of Carcases 
(Prohibition) Order of the 2nd June. 

the new r requires that every side or 
piece of bacon or ham landed in Great Britain 
from the Continent of Europe, on or after 
the Ist October, must be labelled with a 
statement signed by a responsible Government 
official of the country in which the bacon or 
ham was cured to the following effect—namely, 
either (1) That the bacon or ham has been 
pumped with brine under a pressure of 80lbs. 
or more fo the.square inch, and subsequently 
soaked fn briné, or dry salted for a period of 
not less than four days; or (2) that the bacon 
or ham has been salted (wet-salted or dry- 
salted) for a period of-not less than ten days. 

The label is required to state the name of 
the factory in which the bacon was cured, 
avd the locality and country in which the 
factory is situated. A similar label is re- 
quired to be affixed also to the outside of the 
wrapping crate or other container enclosing 
each separate parcel of bacon or ham, so as 
to enable the Customs authorities-to satisfy 
themselves that the bacon or ham is properly 
imported according to the Order. 

As bacon or ham unaccompanied by the 
required label will not be able to pass the 
Customs authorities at the ports on or after 
the Ist October next, importers should imme- 
diately communicate the terms of the new 
order to their shippers abroad, and request. 
them to make arrangements with their respec- 
tive Governments {for the provision of the 
necessary labels

MINISTER REFUSES TO YIELD. 


A statement issued from the Ministry of 
Agriculture in London says :— 

“The Minister of Agriculture is being 
pressed by the Dutch Government, and also 
by the importers of fresh meat from Holland, 
to withdraw the prohibition of the importa- 
tion of carcases so far as it relates to fresh 
meat from Holland. on the ground that the 
precautions taken in Holland to ensure the 
careful slaughtering of the animals and the 
cleanliness and efficient inspection of the car 
cases exported to Great Britain offer a suffi- 
cient guarantee that carcases capable of 
carrying infection would not be sent to this 
country. - 
“It, has also been claimed that experiments 
which have been carried out by a competent 
authority in Holland have demonstrated fat 
the virus of foot-and-mouth disease does not 
survive in the carcases of pigs killed in the 
incubative or eruptive stage of the diesas>. 

“These experiments, even if confirmed, 
do not affect the experien 
Britain. In this country it was the practice 
to send to market the carcases of such animals 
on an infected farm as seemed free from 
disease after a vigorous veterinary examina- 
tion. Yet in numerous cases these carcases 
proved to be carriers of infection, and lighted 
up disease in other centres. If this can occur 
in Great Britain, where the outbreaks of 
foot-and-mouth disease are few, it is reason- 
able to conclude that the best inspection

Conse- 
quently several matters requiring attention 
could not be dealt with. 

Throughout the accounts there was every in- 
dication of the squandermg of public moneys, 
Pensions and gratuities to retired officials, al- 
ready. very. large, had been in many. cases 
overpaid; road expenditure was on a very 
lavish scale and entirely in excess of the 
amounts levied or available, poundage to raté 
collectors on rates which were never lodged, 
and purchases of all kinds were made without 
even asking for price quotations. The: final 
payments of gratuities did not fai] within the 
scope of the present audit. . 

Dealing with the Council's finances, Mr. 
Maguigan said that the total credit balance 
was £181,929°8s. 8d.; and on the debtor side 
the amount was £225,855 11s. 8d. ‘He added 
that when the ontstanding paying ordérs were 
placed to the-debit side the indebtedness‘ of 
the Treasurer was £59,000... THe correspond: 
ing figures for the half-year ended 31st March, 
1925, would show even a more unsatisfactory 
state of affairs. He suggested that there was 
no justification for thé ‘number of ‘accounts 
with the Treasurer, and was of opinion that 
they should-Ge merged in one or two accounts. 

_ GENEROUS GUARDIANS.

CONTROL OF MOTOR 
COACHES. 


A NEW ENGLISH BILL. 


he Times, in a leading article on the sub- 
ject of control of "motor coaches, says :—As 
soon as parliamentary time can be found the 
i Minister of Transport, intends to introduce a 
bill which will bring the coaches under more 
control. This bill appears to be looked for- 
ward to with relief in several quarters, since 
one of its objects will be to secure a revision 
of the. law with .regard to speed, while other 
measures in the interests of public safety and 
_of a saving of unnecessary expenditure appear 
also to be regarded with. favour. 

The principal charges brought against motor 
coaches as an institution are two. They are 
often nuisances on the roads which they fre- 
quent, and they often frequent roads,.. and, 
indeed, lanes; on which they never ought to 
be driven, since the roads or lanes are not of 
a quality fit to bear them. At present by 
law motor coaches are not allowed to travel 
at more than twelve milés an hour, but the 
limit is not only habitually, but , sometimes 
gross! - eee PR Di EE Te rr “dog. 
Lae is ri that the Government bill may 
raise the limit to fifteen miss an hour, but 
on the understanding that excess will be 
punished not casually, as ‘at present, but sys- 
tematically. Allied with the system of speed 
is that of size. Here again the Ministry of 
Transport is understood-to’ besabout to step 
in by prescribing a weight of-not over nine 
tons, and a maximum length and breadth, 


CHINA IN CONFUSION. 


DIPLOMATIC INTERVENTION 
NECESSARY. | 

The Times, ih h leadifig article of“ China 
in Confusion,”’ says :—Diplomatic interven- 
tion on the part of the States principally in- 
terested in the recovery of China is more 
and more imperatively demanded by the 
necessities of the situation. | Armed inter- 
vention is neither desirable in the case of 
any of these States, nor is. it - possible in 
the case of the majority concerned. Con- 
certed diplomatic action, .calling the atten- 
tion of the Chinese Central Government and 
of the chief Provincial Governments— 
Cantonese, Manchurian or what not—to the 
disastrous results of a debauch of militarism, 
and urging the adoption of the necessary 
and. obvious remedies, is required, and is 
possible. ' 

Unhappily, it would seem that the Govern- 
ment of this country—which has no political 
interests to serve in China, but is deeply 
interested . in the economic _ stability 
of that country; the American Govern- 
ment and the Japanese’ Government, can- 
nut agree to take -such action that 
in our Peking Correspondent’s words, - they 
“do not see alike in regard to any ‘aspect 
of the dire situation now existing in China.”

Military honours were paid by. a company 
of the Republican Guard, and among those 
present were CUeneral Lagrue, representing 
General Gouraud, Military Governor of Paris; 
Major R. L. Sherbrook, D.8.0., Acting 
British Military Attaché in Paris, who repre- 
sented the Marquis of Crewe, the British 
Ambassador to France, and several members 
of the French branch of the British Legion. 

The Irish pilgrims laid on the tomb a large 
wreath of laurel leaves, inset with orange 
blooms, in the shape of an Irish harp, 
attached to which was a card bearing the in. 
scription: “ From the men and women of 
Ireland who do not forget 1914-18.”’ 

Another wreath was placed on the tomb. 
Several of the ex-soldiers had joined the men 
from Jersey and paid a floral tribute on 
behalf of the Channel Islands at the same 
time. 

Sir Edward Bellingham, on arrival in 
Dublin, said that nothing could exceed the 
kindness that his party received at the hands 
of the French people during their. visit.

News of a sensational raid by a party of 
masked and armed men on the house of Lady 
Mary Ethel Wallscourt, Ardfiy, Oranmore, 
has just reached Galway. In the early hours 
of Saturday morning the occupants of the 
house were, it is stated, awakened by the 
noise of shots, which was followed by the 
sound of men’s voices outside the door. 

The men, it is alleged, came to the front of 
the house, where they smashed in the door 
and entered. They are alleged to have pulled 
out the caretaker and placed him against a 
wall, after which they fired shots over his 
head. They then, it is stated, asked him to 
swear that he would leave Lady Wallscourt's 
employment. It is also stated that they 
warned Lady Wallscourt that they were 
numerically 2.000 strong, as they were officers 
of the Irish Republic. 

The caretaker was released on the inter- 
vention of Lady Wallscourt. It is further 
alleged that the raiders then proceeded to a 
house in the neighbourhood; into which they 
fired shots. 

A number of arrests have been made, and 
the men will be charged at the Galway Dis- 
trict Court to-morrow. Lady Wallscourt is 
the owner of the mansion which the raiders 
are alleged to have entered. During the 
recent troubled times her castle was raided by 
numbers of armed men, and a good deal of 
furniture was taken away. For this she was 
awarded compensation at the Galway ‘ircuit

EFFECTS OF LAND DIVISION. 

Dealing with the prospects of ‘the cattle 

trade in an address to the Clare Farmers’ 
Union, Colonel O’C. Westropp said that the 
coal strike, by reducing the purchasing powers 
of the British public, had struck them a 
severe blow, the full effects of which would 
The “ cut- 
throat.” competition between the American, 
Argentine, and Canadian meat trusts for the 
capture of the British market had also hit 
them, and the third factor working injuriously 
against them was the coming division of land 
in Ireland on a large scale. 
- He found from inquiry that few of the large 
graziers in the Midlands had more than one- 
third of their usual stocks. One man in 
Limerick had told him that he would not buy 
at present, as the Land Commission were 
threatening to take his land for division, and 
he did not want a lot of in-calf herfers left on 
his hands early next year. 

During the past twelve months the Govern- 
ment had been losing ground, and it was but 
natural that on the eve of an election they 
should try to popularise themselves. It would 
assist them if, with the assistance of a large 
staff, the Land Commission were prepared at 
an early date to launch out on the wholesale 
division of land. This FSS was 
appreciated by many men who used to buy 
cattle from them, and had now ceased to do 
gc. At the last Dublin market he had seen 
the finest. cattle passed by without a bid 
being made for them. 

Mr. Daniel O’Brien, Corofin, referred to the 
charge of £7 8s. 9d. a wagon for the carriage 
o five-stock from Ennis to Dublin, and 
ointed out that by combination the race- 
‘orse owners had been able to get the charge 
for carrying horses to race meetings reduced 
by one-half. If the farmers combined they 
would be able to secure better terms for the 
carriage of their live-stock.

GOVERNMENT’S CONTENTION. 

The matter arose on a letter from the 
Department of Local Government regarding 
the cost of living and the bonus paid to 
Local Government officials in the Free State. 

With the communication was enclosed 4 
statement showing the average @gices of the 

rincipal items of agricultural produce sold at 
fairs and markets in the Saorstat, as well as 
prices for store cattle and store sheep for the 
year 1925, as compared with the average for 
the three years’ period, 1911-1913, from which 
the Department stated, it would be observed 
that the percentage charge in these prices was 
considerably greater than the 20 per cent. 
increase quoted in the Farmers’ Executive's 
letter. 

The Chairman suggested that a reply be 
forwarded to the Department stating that the 
Executive, having considered the several 
items in thé table of prices, disagreed with 
every one of them. He also suggested that in 
the reply the reports of the Dublin market 
for 27th August and 20th August, 1926, be 
enclosed, as well as the Department’s own 
report on prices, so that a total abolition of 
the bonus, for gno" there was no justification 
whatever, may be demanded. 

ope to the Food Prices Tribunal, 
the Chairman said the Secretary should be 
instructed to collect the contract prices at all 
the institutions, the asylum, the infirmaries. 
and. the .vatious..county homes. He agreed 
with the Minister that contract prices may be 
taken..as. lower than the. ordinary retail 
prices, and the contract prices are an indica- 
tion, of what the article can be sold at. ‘‘ On 
what class of food do the Government base 
the cost of living?’ asked the Chairman. “' Is 
it on roast duck and green peas, or is it on 
bacon and cabbage? 

The Chairman further stated that the 
Department might be reminded that the Rent 
Distribution Act did not apply. It was in 
the interests of the officials to maintain the 
fiction that the cost of living was abnormally 
high. As long as that fiction could be majn- 
tained, ‘the bonus was secure. In some cases: 
the bonus was £263, so that a fellow in 
receipt of a salary of £1,200 a year was 
getting £263 in addition as bonus. 

Mr. Applebe said the cost of average 
prices submitted by the Department was 
ridiculous. 

Mr. Brasier said the cost of living bonus’ 
was the greatest, humbug of modern times. 

FARMERS’ POLICY. 

A letter was read from Mr. M. BR. 
Heffernan, Honorary Secretary, Farmers’ 
Party, stating that at the last meeting of the 
Farmers’ Party a member drew attention to 
the recent discussion which. took. place at a 
meeting of the Cork County Executive in 
connection with the policy of the Farmers’ 
Party in regard to economy in national and 
local services. Exception was taken, in 
particular, to certain Press reports of a state- 
ment credited to Deputy D. Vaughan. It 
would appear from these reports that Deputy 
Vaughan disapproved of the policy advocated 
by his Party fn this régard, and his state- 
ment, as reported, can only be regarded as 
an apologia for the Government Partv. It 
was felt that any action which might be 
taken in regard to the matter at present 
should be by the Cork County Executive, as 
the memhers would be in the best position to 
judge of the motives of Deputy Vaughan. 

Mr. Vaughan, T.D., said that he was sur- 
prised at the action taken by his colleagues 
of the Farmers’ Party in sending a letter of 
condemnation of his statement. which was 
made with honesty and sincerity. He had 
never shown any indication of disloyalty to 
the Farmers’ Party, but he could give in- 
stances of disloyalty to the party by some of 
its members. The party unanimously de- 
cided at a duly convened meeting to oppose 
the Tariff Commission Bill. 

The Chairman—It is what occurred here 
that we have to deal with, Mr. Vaughan. 

Mr. Vaughan—With regard to what occurred 
here, I stand by the statement I made. 

The Chairman—I did not bring the news- 
paper containing the report of the proceed- 
ings of the last meeting of the Executive, but 
Mr. Vaughag expressed his disapproval of 
the statement made by members strongly 
urging economy. Mr. Vaughan described the 
talk about economy as hot air, and said that 
everything would work out all right in time. 
He (the Chairman) considered his statement 
an approval ef the Government action, and a 
disapproval of the economy policy, which was 
recommended as necessary by the Farmers’ 
Executive. They did not regard the talk on 
the economy policy as hot air. Mr. Vaughan’s 
statement was in support of the Government 
policy as against the Farmers’ Party policy. 

ALTERED CONDITIONS. 

Mr. Vaughan said that he merely pointed 
out the advantages which had been gained, 
and which some people had apparently lost 
sight of, and the big problem the Govern- 
ment had to tackle, and which they had 
tackled with courage. 

The Chairman—Do you defend the main- 
tenance of this bonus? Do you defend the 
giving of £263 a year to a man who has 
£1,200 or £1,400 already? 

Mr. Vaughan—I do not defend the man 
with such a large salary as that. 

The Chairman—Do you defend giving the 
man with £500 an additional £2207 

Mr. Vaughan—It depends on the position 
he holds. i 

Mr. Brasier said that they all recognised, 
including Mr. Vaughan himself, the altered 
conditions that were at present prevailing, 
and that business men and farmers had to be 
content with a very much lower income than 
they had in the past. The Farmers’ Party 
in the County Council had done their level 
best to pull down extravagance all over the 
county. The question wa’, was Mr. Vaughan 
prepared to act loyally by the policy laid 
down by the Farmers’ Party and the Farmers 
Union? He must recognise the urgent need 
that existed for economy. i 

Mr. Brasier asked Mr. Vaughan if he was 
carrying out the policy of the Farmers Party, 
to which he replied, “Certainly.”

MAJOR H. FITZCLARENCE 
KILLED. 


Major the Hon. Harold Edward Fitz- 
clarence, Governor of Manchester Prison, died 
in Knutsford Hospital on Saturday ‘night 
from. head injuries received in a motor 
accident. His son Geoffrey was driving the 
car, and on the cross-roads at Allostock, near 
Knutsford, came into violent collision with a 
motor cycle combination. : 

Major Fitzclarence was thrown through the 
windscreen and alighted on his head. The 
driver of the combination, Charles Worrall, 
of Salford, was rendered unconscious, and is 
in a critical condition. 

Major the Hon. H. E. Fitzclarence was 
the brother of, and heir presumptive to, tlie 
fourth Earl of Munster, and was agod 45. 
He served in the South African war with 
the Imperial Yeomanry, and saw active ser- 
vice during the European war. He was 
es Governor of Worcester Jail in 
1909, and Governor of Manchester Prison ten 
years later. 


MOTOR CYCLIST’S FATAL DASH. 


A motor cycle accident with fatal results 
occurred at Douglas, Isle. of Man, on Satur- 
day, when 8. Birt, of Hanover street, Swan- 
sea, a confectioner (21), sustained terrible in- 
juries from which he died. Birt, who was 
riding in Victoria road failed to get around 
a corner at terrific speed.

total being 3,187, an increase of 75, be- 
cause im normal times there is always a good 
deal of absenteeism at the week-end. It 
must also be remembered that the miners are 
feeling the pliysical strain of a week in the 
pit after, being idle for sixteen weeks.

POSITION OF SAFETY 
4 MEN. 


NO DEFINITE DECISION. 

A conference of the National Federation of 
Colliery Enginemen, Boilermen and Mechanics 
was held in London on Saturday to consider 
the position of the safety men.

THE MINERS’ LEADERS 
‘ DISCREDITED.” 
MR. SPENCER’S CRITICISM. 


Mr. Thomas Spencer, trustee of the Derby- 
shire Miners’ Association, in an interview at 
Alfreton yesterday, said~that it was clear, 
after the abortive conference between the 
miners’ leaders and the members of the 
Government, that if the men stayed out 
another seventeen weeks they would get no 
better terms. On the principle that “ the 
game was not worth the candle,” the wiser 
course would be to get the best terms they 
could and return to work. As the leaders 
either could not or would not settle the 
dispute, the time had come when the men 
must settle it themselves. 

In order to get the miners to do what was 
called “ Stick it,” Mr. Cook had been into 
their coalfields, and had dangled before their 
eyes a prospect of some new negotiations 
which were to take every man back to his 
place without victimisation. They knew now 
that this was all bluff. In their impotence 
the leaders had been to the Government and 
asked that the offer of the subsidy of three 
millions to give temporary help to the poorer 
pits should be renewed, when everybody knew 
that. the money had now been spent in buying 
foreign coal to carry on the essential services 
of the country. 

MEANING OF STICKING IT. 

In their: desperation, the miners’ leaders 
were now threatening to withdraw the safety 
men—a suicidal policy, and as foolish as it 
would be to set fire to one’s home before 
going away for a holiday. Instead of settlin 
the dispute after the failure of the genera 
strike, the leaders sat quiet and waited, in the 
hope that something would turn up to relieve 
them.: They would not even accept the Coal 
Commission's report,which would have been the 
miners’ Magna Charta. They would do 
nothing, and now the men were left with 
rents and rates accumulating week by week. 
Shopkeepers had helped until they could help 
ro longer. Loans from Boards of Guardians 
were mounting up, yet the leaders still said 
‘stick it.” ““Stick what?” asked Mr. Spencer, 
and he, himself, replied, “starvation.” The 
miners’ leaders, he added, stood condemned 
and discredited at the bar of public opinion. 
The men could have had better terms fifteen 
weeks ago than they would ever get now, but 
they must make the best of a bad situation. 
SWANSEA MEN REJECT NEW TERMS. 

A mass meeting of the men of the Copper 
Pit Colliery, Swansea, rejected the company’s 
offer to reopen on a 46-hour week at the old 
rate of wages. The only difference would be 
that piece-workers would lose the 14.2 per 
cent. granted when the Eight-Hour Act came 
into force. The men carried a resolution to 
the effect that they could not accept terms 
other than those arranged in general with the 
Federation. It was not adopted unanimously. 


THE NATIONAL MINORITY 
MOVEMENT. 


There was some outspoken criticism at the 
third annual conference. of the National 
Minority Movement, which commenced on 
Saturday at the Battersea Town Hall, under 
the chairmanship of Mr. Tom Mann. 

The Chairman, in his presidential address, 
said that had the General Council of the Trades 
Unfon Congress applied the policy agreed 
upon by the Conference of the Minority Move- 
ment in August last, and, more especially, at 
their conference of action in March, beyond 
question the miners would have won. 

The failure of the general. strike was a 
failure of leadership, and it raised in an acnte 
form the question of a new leadership in the 
British Labour movement. The leadership of 
the future must rest with those who under- 
stood the real nature of the class struggle, 
and were ever ready to take militant action 
to travel towards the workers’ control of in- 
dustry, and who had a well-thought-out policy 
to meet the varying conditions on a national 
and an international scale. 

There should be an effective embargo on alk 
coal. and there should be no scruples in 
calling out the safety men from the mines. 
To take scrupulous care of the property of 
the enemy who were fighting vou to the death 
was a queer way of fighting that enemy. 

It was an outrage on decency that any 
trade union should allow coal to be handled. 
There should be a more militant policy. Let 
the consequences be what they might, the 
safety men must be withdrawn.

Is as near its destination as the boat could 
get). within the last few weeks, and carted 
thence some miles to its destination, whereas, 
if the Lough Allen Canal were opened up. it 
could have been delivered by the boat 
Virtually at its receiver's door. In consequence 
of the impossibility of using the Lough Allen 
Canal for the transit of any boats of an 
economic size, the district round Lough Allen

LEVER,

by this author, whose’ pans ustible 
of camer and sweetness of disposition 


are so conspicuous in his works, has passed 
away. Fifty-four years have gone since Lever 

ied, and for years before and after his death 
his novels enjoyed an immense and envious 
popularity. To-day, as we haveseen, they are 
rarely asked for and more seldom read. What 
is the cause? The reason is not far tc seek. 

Ireland in Lever’s early days—and this must 
be remembered by those who essay to dis- 
parage his works—was a land of drollery, 

ospitality and gaiety. He, possessed of a 
superabundance of life and humour, could then 
the more readily grasp situations—humorous 
and quixotic—probably foreign to our more 
prosaic time. fe the novelist has been guilty, 
as has been averred by some of our super- 
sensitive critics of to-day, of caricaturing, it 
must be owned that in his day our country 
was a land of strange contrasts, with, too, a 
picturesqueness all its own. Can the artist 
then be blamed if he thus took what local 
colouring and liberty he thought proper? By 
doing so he gripped the reading public at the 
start of his Bas career and held them, as 
it were, spellbound to the last. In his books 
no taste was disappointed, and consequently 
this good-humoured man of the world—for he 
was cosmopolitan—was, for well over half a 
century, the favourite of all. 

Lever’s Irishmen took to the Army, while 
his fine English gentlemen were ordered to 
‘foreign service” in Ireland. It was the 
fashion of the hour with the sons of «Iris 
gentlemen—hence the publication of his novels, 
“Charles O'Malley,” ‘‘ Harry Lorrequer,”’ 
“Jack Hinton.”’ In these works the author 
sweeps us along in tempestuous, ceageless 
action, amid > geen 2 duelling, drinking, 
droll songs and racy dialogue. , With all their 
faults, these are books we should not willingly 
let die; for even the improbabilities and im- 
possibilities, through the ingenuity. of the 
writer, assumed such an air of ity that, 
when you came breathless to the ‘end, you 
sonnel yourself identified with the fortunes of 
the hero O'Malley, or with the misfortunes of 
that fine type of old Irish gen then 
the first gentleman in Europe—the Knight of 
Gwynne. The novelist who can make the 
inanimate animate in nia pease deserves no 
small praise. It was probably through his 

wan for he was as much at 
home on the Continent as he was in Dublin— 
that Lever acquired such an intimate know- 
ledge of men and things; and it must be said 


liberties with improbabilities. What appeared 
so natural excited but little wonder. The 
lightness of the touch carried off the ex- 
travagance, and the sensation was so briskly 
served up that it was swallowed without com- 
plaint. 
With me time has not chilled my love for 
Lever ; for I can read his ‘‘ Charles O’ Malley ”’ 
with as much zest now as when I perused 
with delight this inimitable work forty years 
ago.

GRANTS TO SECONDARY. 
SCHOOLS. 


CONDITIONS OF PAYMENT. 
Conditions aud regulations regarding the 
payment of grants to secondary schools in 
respect of the year 1926-27 were issued by 
the Irish Free State Department of Educa- 
tion last Saturday. They provide that a 
Capitation Grant at the rate of £10 in respect 
of each recognised senior pupil; and £7 in 
respect of each recognised junior pupil may 


be paid to the manager of a secondary school 
for every recognised pupil whose name 
appears on the October list, and who has 
not mac. less than 130 attendances during 
the school year. Capitation grants at a re- 
duced rate may be paid in respect of a pupu 
who has made less than the 130, but not 
less than 100 attendances, either because of 
illness, or of having to engage in employ- 
ment before the end of the school year, or 
through the closing of the school as the re- 


sult of! an epidemic, or other special cause. 
In consideration of a high stand wd of 
efficiency maintained for inree successive 
years, the Minister is empowered to increase 
the capitation grant by a sum not exceeding 
one-tenth of the grant payable in respect of 
each of those years. Similarly, the Minister 
ma, reduce the capitation. grant where 
adequate provision is not made for carrying 
out the Department’s regulations, or where 
tbe instruction in any class did not reach a 
satisfactory standard. In case of continued 
inefficiency in a school for three successive 
years, he may withhold further grant from 
the school. 
IRISH LANGUAGE. 

The regulations divide secondary schools 
in which the Irish language is used as a 
medium of instruction into the following three 
classes :— ; 

Schools in which Irish is the ordinary 
language used by teachers and pupils, and 
is the medium of instruction in such of the 
subjects (excepting other modern languages) 
of the Department's programme as are taught 
in the school. 

Schools in which Irish is efficiently taught 
to all pupils and in which the number of 
classes or/and of subjects taught exclusively 
through the medium of Irish is such that the 
extent to which Irish is used as a medium of 
instruction in the school is not less than that 
to which English s used. 

Schools in which Irish is efficiently taught 
to all pupils and in which (a) at least two 
other subjects are taught through the medium 
of Irish to one or more classes, or (b) at 
least two classes are taught one or more 
subjects (other than Irish) through the 
melon of Irish. 

Where the manager desires that a school 
should be graded in any of these classes, he 
is required to make such application before 
the 3lst of September. In the case ef a 
school placed in Class 1., the capitation grant 
may be increased by a sum not exceeding 25 
per cent. of the total grant; in case of 
a school admitted to Class II. b sum 
rot exceeding 10 per cent., and in the” case 
of « school placed in Class IIL by a srm 
not exceeding 5 per cent. of such portion 
of the capitation grant as is payable in 
respect of such classes of recognised pupils 
as receive instruction through the medium 
of Irish in not less than two subjects of the 
Department’s programme, other than Irish. 
Copies of the regulations may be had from 
Messrs. Eason.

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HOMEWARD RUSH OF 


AMERICANS. 
IRISH HOTEL ACCOMMODA- 
TIO 


The homeward rush of Americans from 
Ireland is now well on its way, as was shown 


‘by the large numbers who passed through 


Gueenstown at the end of last week. ‘There 
were six outward bound liners, whose tots: 
tonnage was approximately 108,000 tons, ard 
they embarked nearly 1,400 peopie, the 
majority of whom were Americans goin 
home after visits to relatives in Ireland, an 
a great many others who had concluded their 
European itinerary by squeezing in a few 
days in Ireland. These latter are the class 
of people that Ireland should endeavour to 
attract, and this is possible only by judicious 
advertising. 

That there must be something lacking in 
the bedroom and bath accommodation of the 
Irish hotels, with the exception of some in 
the capital and Killarney and Cork, is the 
opinion that one is forced te adopt when 
talking with these Americans. Almost all 
deplore the lack of hotel bedrooms with bath- 
rooms attached, or even with running water 
which are to be found in every Continental 
hotel worthy of the name of hotel. 

A notable passenger who embarked at 
Queenstown on the White Star liner Cedric 
was the Most Rev. Dr. Michael Curle:, Arch- 
bishop of Baltimore, who is returning to his 
archdiocese after visiting relatives in Athlone,

Many of the city 
pre do admirable work for the Church in 
various departments, but it is no exaggeration 
to say that the majority of these churches are 
empty on Sundays, and on the week days, 
even in Lent, draw very few worshippers. 
Dr. Garbett dechhres that he would not 
touch any church which has historical asso- 
ciations or architectural interest, or is of any 
practical use. ‘‘ But there are five or six 
churches,” he adds, ‘“‘ which have no his: 
torical interest, no beauty or dignity, and ere,

Sport was 
the one thing which was going to bring about the 
peace and the happiness of the people of that 
country, So long as they had men of the type of 
the golfer mixing in the sport of the country it 
would work wonders. They were delighted to 
welcome among them so many representative men 
from the other golf clubs, and he coupled with the 
toast the names of Mr . E. Glover. captain of 
the Royal Dublin Club. Mr. B. D. Fleming, cap- 
tain of the Milltown Club, and Mr. William Fitz- 
simmons, captain of the Portmarnock Club. 

Mr. W. E. Glover. in responding, reminded the 
members of the Castle Club that they had only a 
share in the President, for Lord Glenavy was also 
President of the Royal Dublin Club. As the 
captain of the oldest golf club in Dublin, he was 
in the fortunate position of being grandpa attend- 
ing the house warmer of the young people. 1 
any club thought that the oldest club in Dublin 
consisted of a lot of old duffers, old men who 
paved their golf in red coats among the sand- 

ills at Dollymount, and among the spades and 
the sand buckets of the children, and was, on 
account of its age, in a state of decrepitude. let 
them put up a m to play the golfers of Dolly- 
mount, and the Moyal Dublin Club would also put 
a team in the field, which would make their 
opponents think that they were up against a team 
o Jones’s. (Laughter.) He had heard a 
deal about that clubhouse of that young club, but 
he never thought it was such a fine clubhouse as 
it in fact was. 

Mr. Fleming and Mr. Fitzsimmons also spoke, 
and wished the Castle Club success in the future. 

Mr. Morrison gave the toast of the Castle Club, 
and alluded to the course as probably the best in- 
land course in the country. The course had Leen 
& problem to the Union, who had to fix the scratch 
scores of their courses, for the Castle Committee had 
wonderfully developed their imks. They wanted 
to have a clubhouse worthy of their large member- 
ship, and they had certain y built one which was a 
credit to the Committee. It was palatial. A good 
golfer was one who valued his clubs agd who valued 
his course, and, that being so, the Castle Club 
ought to produce a good many good golfers. Nor 
did it follow that the good golfer was always the 
man on the low handicap. The man who played 
the game, who was in harmony “á ge with 
his opponent, and who played p Yo the standard 
of the game, was as much entitled to call himself 
a good golfer, no matter what his handicap, as 
mar who won a championship. 

Mr. Sinclair, in reply, traced the progress of the 
clnb from the foundation in 1913. They had 
achieved their ambition so far as the building of an 
ubd-to-date and commodious clubhouse was concerned, 
but they had other ambitions. They had to finish 
the bunkering of the course, and to train their 
golfers with a little ' rough,” and when they had 
done that they were going to make the other clubs 
in Leinster sit up. They had got the young men, 
and they hoped to show others what the Castle Club 
can do in the way of developing golfing talent. 

Mr: Matheson gave “The Golfing Union of Ire- 
land,” to which Dr. George Price replied. The 
latter was glad to be able to tell those present that 
the entries for the Irish Open Championship totalled 
102, ard that qnite a number of first-class players 
from the other side were among them, including 
Mr, Torrance, the holder, and Major Hezlet, while 
every Irish yolfer with a chance of winning the 
title, including Dr. MacCormack, had entered. In 
responding for the Golfing Union of Ireland, it 
would not be out of place if he alluded to another 
matter in which every Jrish golfer was interested, 
and that was public golf in Ireland. They had 
seen in the morning papers that the people 
Buncrana had protested against the people of 
Rangor claiming the credit of being the first to 
have a municipal course in Ireland. The Northern 
people had a keencr civic instinct than they had, 
in some respects, and one of them was golf for the 
gi What had become of their scheme for pub- 
ic golf in the Phenix Park? For three years they 
hat been messing about with that scheme, 
still nothing had beer done in the way of getting 
the course. The plans for the course were prepared 
after the Government had announced that they had 
no objection te the formation of a public course 
in the Park, and then that permission to go on 
with the work had been withdrawn pending the 
decision on a matter of some eort or other. Who 
was responsible for holding up the scheme? They 
would like to know what was behind it. | 

Mr. Rooney—It is held up pending a decision of 
the Ministry of Defence on a certain matter. 

Dr. Price—-Whoever is responsible it is not in 
the public interest, or in the interests of the city, 
that it is being held up. The authorities of the 
North realise that public goif is good for the 
public, and for the places where public courses 
exist, and that such courses shonld be en- 
couraged. Another consideration which interested 
the people of the North was that, financially, pub- 
ic golf courses were paying propositions. They 
would pay in Ireland, as they were paying on the 
other side, and he might remind them that at 
Craigavad thousaunds of pounds were about_to be 
expended on a public golf course there. It was 
al@ut time that something was done to expedite 
matters regarding the public golf course in Dublin. 

Mr. Alan Kidd also spoke to the toast of the 
Golfing Union, and the interesting proceedings ter- 
minated.

RECORDS AT DONABATE. 


‘he Autumn ' Sprint” meeiing of the Dublin and 
District Motor Cjcle and Light Car Club on Satur- 
day was held at a venue which the club recently 
Ciscovercd—a stretch of straight, periectiy level road 
of a mile and a half in leugth, with a newly steam- 
rolled and tar-painted eurface, ruuning eastward 
from the main Dublin-Beifast road towards Dona 
bate, County Dublin. Bordered by trees each side, 
it was protected from the strong breeze from the 
south. Jt was regarded as the fastest gtretch of 
road which has been found in the neighbour of 
Dublin, and the times confirmed the opinion. 

Of the many notable times accompiisbed during 
the afternoon, the most outstanding wae that of 
Stanicy yoods on his 986 c.c. twin-cylindered 
J.A.P. engine New Imperial, a machine on which he 
has won many distinctions during the past three 
years. On it he did 100 miles an hour last autumn 
in the speed trials of the Athy Club at Knocknagee, 
near Castledermot, an Irish record at the time of 
its performance. This he beat on Saturday by 
doing 104.7 miles for half “a mile, with a fiyiig 
éiurt. There was no class for machines of over 
600 c.c., and, in order to give Woods an oppor- 
tunity of signalising his last appearance in the 
Dublin district (he takes up an appointment in 
England after riding in the Ulster Grand Prix 
on Saturday next), he was permitted to make an 
attempt on the record in an exhibition ride. In 
his first try he did his best time (17 1-5 secs.), 
but in each of the other attempts he did over 
100 miles an hour. 

Woods also did two other notable performances. 
Riding the New Imperial in the unlimited capacity 
class of the sidecar handicap, he “won the class, 
bee 1 4-5 eecs. start to Dene Allen (588 cc. 
Norton), and doing 81.08 miles an hour, an Irish 
record for a sidecar machine. In the under 600 
c.c. solo class, riding the 490 c.c, Norton he will 
use in the Ulster Grand Prix, he again won from 
scratch, doing 88.36 miles per hour, also an Irish 
record for a machine of that capacity. 

Woods's performances were so outstanding that 
eome of the other riders of the afternoon are 
liable to be overlooked. Mention should, therefore, 
be made of Dene Allen’s performance in covering 
haif a mile in winning the under 600 c.c. sidecar 
handicap at 71.14 miles per hour, and of Gordon 
Burney’s 80 miles per hour on a 344 c.c. Royal 
Enfield. T. F. Slevin on a 349 c.c. Velocette, won 
the 350 c.c. solo class, and was secmad to We in 
tie under 600 c.c. class, doing 75.95 miles an 
hour in the latter. Two other notable rides were 
those of George Briggs (490 c.c. Montgomery), 
80 miles an hour, and A. Graham (499 C.c.
